THE CRIMINAL: Thevis, 46, has been arrested frequently on transportation 
of obscene matter charges. He reportedly built an empire of some 238 
corporations through which he controlled 40 percent of the country's 
pornography business. He is known as a lavish spender with a fast-paced 
life-style, and has been known to carry firearms and explosive devices. 


PROCESS: In May, 1978, the fugitive was indicted by an Indianapolis, 
Indiana, Federal grand jury for escape. One month later, he was in- 
dicted by an Atlanta, Georgia, Federal grand jury for violations of the 
Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations Statute which include 
murder and arson.

For the information of receiving offices, MICHAEL 
GEORGE THEVIS has been under investigation by the Atlanta 
Division for approximately three years. 


This investigation was initiated as a result 
of . receipt of information by the Atlanta Office concern- 
ing an Arson committed by THEVIS in Louisville, Kentucky 
in 1973. 


As the Arson investigation expanded, it became 
apparent that Atlanta could successfully prosecute THEVIS 
under the RICO statute for various acts, including murder 
and Arson. The investigation progressed successfully, 
and on June 10, 1978, THEVIS was indicted for numerous 
acts of RICO under Title 18, Sections 1961, 1962 (c), 
and 1963, United States Code. 


THEVIS was advised of this pending investigation 
by the United States Attorney's (USA's) Office in Atlanta, 
Georgia when they testified before the Parole Board at 
Springfield, Missouri in August of 1977, where he was 
incarcerated. 


After obtaining some knowledge concerning the 
investigation as a result of the parole hearing, THEVIS 
began initiating his attempts to flee the country. 


THEVIS was transferred to the New Albany, 
Indiana County Jail in Floyd County, Indiana in April 
of this year (1978) to stand trial in Louisville, Kentucky 
in a civil proceeding where he was being sued by a victim 
of one of the Arsons for which he is charged under the 
RICO investigation.

THEVIS had been to the jail on a prior occasion 
for the same purpose, and the trial was delayed. During 
his initial visit to the jail, he compromised the Sheriff 
of Floyd County, Indiana and appropriate jail officials, 
having bribed them for personal favors and privileges. 
THEVIS informed an inmate at Springfield, prior to his 
departure from that facility to local custody, that he 
would never return and would make his escape attempt then. 
Despite numerous warnings to the United States Marshal's 
Office in Louisville, THEVIS did manage to escape from 
the New Albany, Indiana jail on April 28, 1978 by walking 
out a side door of the jail and fleeing their jurisdiction. 


THEVIS was named to thé Bureau's Ten Most Wanted 
Fugitive Program on July 10, 1978, after having been indicted 
in Atlanta, Georgia on June 10, 1978 in a 14-count indictment 
charging him with two acts involving murder, four attempts 
to kill Government witnesses, as weil as two arsons, an 
extortion, and a mail fraud scheme. Subsequent to his 
Federal indictment on the murder charges, the case Agent 
in Atlanta, Georgia testified before the Fulton County 
Grand Jury in Atlanta, Georgia, and a State warrant charging 
THEVIS with First Degree Murder was obtained by local 
authorities in. June of 1978 also. 


Local authorities have advised that they will 
expedite THEVIS from wherever he is located and in addition, 
a warrant was obtained from Indianapolis, Indiana, charging 
THEVIS with escape.

PERSONAL HISTORY 


Thevis was born February 25, 1932 at Raleigh, 
North Carolina. He grew up in that general area where 
his father operated a restaurant and engaged in bookmaking 
activities. The family moved to Atlanta, Georgia in approxi- 
mately 1950 and Thevis became employed in a newsstand 
operated by his father. 


By 1960, the family had two newsstands in operation 
and had gone in and out of the restaurant business on 
occasion. 


In the middle of the 1960's, Thevis took over 
operation of the family newsstand and began to climb to 
prominence in the adult business. He realized that the 
majority of his sales came from magazines such as Playboy, 
et cetera, and started restructuring his line of merchandise 
to take advantage of the adult market. By 1965, he had 
opened up additional stores in the Atlanta area and started 
making contacts in the adult industry nationwide. Thevis 
has a cunning business mind and is an aggressive competitor. 


He began operating strictly adult-oriented stores 
in the late 1960's, and in 1969, began placing coin-operated 
adult movie machines (peep shows) in all of his locations 
and leasing them to other book store operators. 


The business expanded rapidly under two corporate 
holding companies; Global Industries, Incorporated, and 
Fidelity Equipment Leasing Company. At the height of 
his career, he operated 238 corporations from his complex 
in Atlanta, Georgia and had approximately 7,000 peep show 
machines on lease. The peep shows alone returned to him 
approximately $700,000 a week and it is reported that 
the majority of this income was never reported to the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS). 


In an attempt at legitimacy, Thevis openea up 
a company known as the General Recording Corporation and 
later built the largest sound recording studio in the

southeast, known as the Sound Pit. He also ventured into 
legitimate feature of movies, making two with such stars 
as Troy Donahue and Shelly Winters. Neither film was

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Since Thevis' incarceration in January, 1975, 
the adult business has decreased somewhat nationwide. 
However, to date, he still controls approximately 200 
corporations, and has approximately 4,000 peep shows 
nationwide. He controls many eight millimeter adult movie 
manufacturers and also many large book manufacturers and 
distributors. He is estimated by his own attorneys to 
have control over approximately 40 percent of the adult 
book store business nationwide.

Georgia area and was no real threat to fhevis' business 
ventures. ‘Thevis bought Hanna out of both stores at a 
generous price so that he would not have competition in 
Atlanta. When Thevis found out that Hanna was attempting 
to enter into the peep show business, he reacted violently. 
Thevis summoned Hanna to his office early one morning

Much of the other acts for which Thevis is charged 
follow the same pattern for eliminating competition. 


He is charged with two arsons, one in Louisville, 
Kentucky and one in Fayetteville, North Carolina, where 
he paid the arsonist to burn out his competitors there. 
He is also charged with extortion for the ruthless beating 
of a competitor in Houston, Texas in an effort to drive 
this person out of the adult industry, which he was successful 
in. 


The murder of James E. MAYES was also to eliminate 
an individual who was starting to make peep shows in com- 
petition with Thevis. 


In addition to murdering his competition, Thevis 
has made numerous attempts to kill two of his former employees 
who have direct knowledge of his acts of murder. Both 
of these individuals are now Government witnesses and 
motions have been made to take their depositions prior 
to trial to preserve their testimony in the event ‘Nevis 
is successful with his murder attempts.

by a federal judge, in Atlanta, Georgia on this 
date. Is that correct? 

RDU: Yes, That's my understanding. ° 

PVK: Alright, uh, we're here to discuss various violations 
of laws on the behalf, on the part of Michael George 
Thevis and others and I think, where we would like 
to start first, is uh, with the most important ones that 
we know and initially that would be the murder of 
Kenneth Jap Hanna in Atlanta, Georgia. I believe it 
was in November of 1970. Is that correct? 

RDU: " Friday, the 13th. 

PVK: Okay and if you would, how ‘bout starting with, you 
know, what you know bout it and then we'll just 
pick it up and ask you questions from time to time 


to clarify points. 


RDU: 


On the morning of Friday, November 13, 1970, I 


received a call at my home at 2489 Old Orchard 

Court, Chamblee, Georgia, and it was 8:30 in the 
morning and I was jus, I was late for work 

this morning cause I.had worked late the night 

before. I had received a serious eye injury and 

I worked late the night before and I Slept a 

little late that, the morning of Friday, the 13th 

and just as I was passing by the telephone to 

walk out into the back door into the garage. My 

wife was there with me at the door and the telephone 
rang and as I recall, she answered the phone and 

said it was Mike Thevis and he wanted in speak to me, 
and he said, uh, you‘didn't come in early this morning, 
you didn't come in this morning. Uh, get your ass 
down here, uh, uh I need you. And uh, I said what's 
the matter. I told him I had worked late last night, 
I had the eye problems and I was very tired and run 
down and he said. well, those those crates of machines 


that came in from Los Angeles last night at quitting 


time are clogging the aisleway and we need to get 


them out of the way. Well, I thought that was strange 7 
because uh there were five or six people that could 

move those out of the way without without my help. , 
And I was just walking out the door at that time and 

uh, uh, I believe -it took me about 35 minutes to get 

down to work. I think I arrived about 9:05, Uh, -after 
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awhile, I remember the details of the day very 
well because of the seriousness of the things 
that I learned that happened that day and I 
told my wife also to you remember this day well as you 
know what has happened. Because I may need you to, 
you know, to remember some details because I was 
here with you this morning, til 8:30. As I recall, 
the traffic was fairly heavy, I got down at the 
office about 9:05. And uh, when I got to the office 
at 267 Marietta Street in Atlanta, uh, Thevis was 
waiting for me and he said, uh, come here; I want 
to talk to you and I said yes, what is it. He said 
come across the street, I want to show you something. 
I said okay and we went across the street to an ; 
empty building which he had purchased, which formerly 
belonged to Sharpe Horsey, uh Wholesale uh Hardware 
Company. And we walked in the front door and he said, 
uh, said uh, that Cadillac parked there in the 
shipping in: the shipping dock. I said yes. He said 
that's Keh Hanna's car. He said I shot him and he's 
dead; he's in the trunk. And I said wow and I said 
uh, so what’ you goin' do. He said well when I 
shot him, I rolled him off the ‘dock into the trunk 
of the car and closed the lid and I forgot the keys 
are still in his pocket and I can't move the car. 
And you're a locksmith, can you help me move the car. 
Open the trunk up. And I said sure. I said I have 
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to go across the street to my workshop and get 

some tools. He said okay, I'll wait here. So 

I I went across the street and I got I got a 

good sized screwdriver ‘that pries off the medallion 
of the Cadillac which which surrounds the lock on 
the Cadillac trunk, And I got a special pair of 


vice grip pliers called lock pullers which are 


built specifically for pulling pulling various 


types of locks and uh, I came back across the street 


and he was there waiting for me to insure that nobody 
else entered the building. Uh, cause there's several 
keys out to the building and he didn't anybody to 

go back and see Hanna's car there. So I took the 
screwdriver and I popped the Cadillac medallion off 
and then I took the the special vicé grips and I I 
wrenched the lock, pulled the lock out of the trunk. 
I took the smallest screwdriver and reached through 
the vacant lock space and,uh, uh, there's a slot in 
there. I put the screwdriver in this slot, turned 

it and the lock popped up and there was Ken Hanna's 
body. Uh, the body was lying in the trunk, the head 
was facing to the right, uh, the body was facing 
toward the uh the feet, of course, being to the left “ 
and there was a uh suitcase there, which I would say 
was not over overly expensive type suitcase, it was 

a green uh uh suitcase, light green with maybe a tint 
of blue in it, greenish blue. And uh, uh I noticed 
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the pants, Hanna's pants were pulled uh, maybe halfway 
down between his waist and his legs and uh, Thevis 
uh, I put a a... when I went to work on the 
Cadillac, I took a moving pad, we had a number 

of moving pads around the warehouse. I put it up 
against the trunk of the car so. that the fibers 

or anything on my clothes would wouldn't get against 
the bumper and be found as evidence and I had on 

a pair of gloves and uh, uh, I put the moving pad 
up over the rim of the trunk so that when Thevis 
leaned in to search Hanna's body for the keys. that 
he would he wouldn't get anything from his clothes 
from his clothes on there also. And he found the 
the he found the keys after going his pockets and 
then he said I wonder what's in his suitcase. He 
Said maybe there's something valuable in here. He 
opened it up and and uh, uh, I looked through the 
suitcase with him and it looked like there was some 
ole, costume jewelry, nothing expensive, it looked 
like uh uh, a woman, a woman's clothes were in the 
suitcase and I don't think he removed anything from 
the suitcase and closed it back up, and slammed the 


lid. And he said what am I goin' do with this car. 


What what we goin' do with it. And I said well, if 
it were me, I would park it in some public parking 


spot where it might set a number of days before it 
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was noticed. And uh, I said maybe someplace like 
the Atlanta Airport or some parking lot. He said 
let's take it to the Atlanta Airport then. And 
I said okay and uh uh, and I said who's goin' drive 
the car cause I didn't really drive the car with 
a body in the trunk. And I didn't really want to 
get involved in the first place except you know, 
there I was and uh, I thought well I better 
do as the boss asks. And so I had a uh hat, cross the 
street, reg regular man's rimmed hat across the street and 
Tt had a uh wh uh a fake mustache, the kind you just 
glue on on your lip and uh uh I used that to uh uh 
sometimes wear as a disguise to go to the store and 
watching for clerks and steal and sometimes I cruise 
the stores in the evening and wear that hat and that 
mustache, And so I-came back and brought the little 
glue with it and he still waiting over there with 
Hanna's body, over by the car there. And I came back 
and uh uh put some glue on his lip and I put the 
mustache on and put the hat on and uh at that time 
in the office, uh shortly thereafter, there was a 
picture.of his grandfather on the wall, uh uh, as 
you came in the office, it was on the right hand wall. 
Came into the office there, an old man with a mustache 
that was his grandfather and I I remarked to him that 
he looked just like his’ grandfather did and uh, I

LCti‘COC‘*@C (PVK): .I wondered if you would 
Mr, Underhill today if he would start out and 
kinda give us a general outline of how you met 
Mike Thevis and when you started to work for him 
and what your responsibilities were and things 
like that. 

ROGER DEAN UNDERHILL (RDU): I met Mike Thevis in October 
or November of 1967. I was introduced to him by 
Kenneth Hanna who at that time, owned the Paperback 
Book Mart. “I had moved to Atlanta to go to work

went on, she said that she remembered. I said, 

well that was to call me down there to have me 

open that car trunk so he could get Hanna's keys 

out and get him outta there and I said, I wasn't 
supposed to know about that.

During the early part of February, 1976, MIKE THEVIS 
personally approached RHODES and stated that he wanted to 
talk to him.

THEVIS "checked him out" that he realized it would be alright 

to approach him. Approximately ten days before RHODES got b6 
out in February, 1976, THEVIS came to him in the barber shop bic

The following day, RHODES met THEVIS back in the 
yard and they attempted to have a private conversation, but 
someone else came up. RHODES cannot recall who came out,

Approximately one or two days after that, THEVIS 
and RHODES again met_in the yard and THEVIS stated, "Do 
you know “ RHODES replied, "Yes." THEVIS then 
asked RHODES, "Do you know who ROGER UNDERHILL is?"

_ done because he was cheated out of $10,000 by one fellow 
already. THEVIS stated he had paid a guy $10,000 to kill 
UNDERHILL and lost the money because the individual did not 
go through with the murder. According to THEVIS, this person 
tried to kill UNDERHILL while he was in the Clayton County 
Hospital for treatment and when the person went down to kill 
him, there was a marshal guarding UNDERHILL and the man 
chickened out. THEVIS stated that he did not want to lose a 
great deal of money again, but that he would give RHODES 
sufficient funds up front so that he would have plenty of 
expense money. 


THEVIS went on to say this day that UNDERHILL was 
presently being held at the Cobb County Jail in protective 
custody, but that he was going to be moved to the Fulton County 
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Jail soon. THEVIS found out this information through his 
father who knows the head jailer at the Fulton County Jail. 
THEVIS stated that RHODES would get $5,000 for killing 
UNDERHILL and $5,000 for killing which would total 
$10,000. THEVIS stated that could be killed while

THEVIS 
stated UNDERHILL comes out in a car from the Fulton County Jail 
each day and is taken to the courthouse.

The following morning, shortly before RHODES was 
due to get out of jail, THEVIS came to him in the barber shop 
and RHODES wrote on a piece of paper for THEVIS his name, 
BILL RHODES, and a telephone number of his fiancé where he 
could be contacted. THEVIS stated someone will get in touch 
with you and give you the expense money. He said that it 
would not be the full amount, but it will be enough for you 
to get around, and he further stated, "One of my associates 
will call you." RHODES advised that every time THEVIS talked 
about his associates or guys, it meant his attorneys, and 
RHODES assumed from this that one of THEVIS' attorneys was 
in on this plot. Approximately a week and one-half or two 
weeks after he got out of jail, RHODES received a telephone 
call on Saturday at the number which he had provided THEVIS, 
and the caller discussed with him where they could meet to 
make the arrangements for him to get his expense money. The 
caller seemed familiar with Atlanta, Georgia, and discussed 
two or three places which were unfamiliar to RHODES. RHODES 
told the caller that he was due to report to the Probation 
Office in the Federal Courthouse in Atlanta, Georgia, and the 
caller suggested that they meet up the street from the court~ 
house at Shoney's Big Boy Restaurant. After a few days passed 
by, RHODES went down to report to his probation officer and 
he stated that he believed the date could be narrowed down 
by the fact that it was his first time to report in Atlanta, 
Georgia. He believes it was in the early part of March, 1976. 
After reporting to the probation officer, RHODES left the 
courthouse and went up the street to the Shoney's Restaurant. 
As he walked in the door, a white male approached him and 
stated, "You are RHODES, is that correct?" RHODES replied in 
the affirmative. RHODES stated that the man obviously knew 
who he was and that he vaguely recognized this individual. 
RHODES stated prior to getting released from the Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary, THEVIS was visited on a number of occasions by his

RHODES and this individual then discussed the money again, 
and the individual told him he would get $5,000 for killing 
UNDERHILL and $5,000 for killing RHODES was b6 
given an envelope with money in it, and the person whom he bIC 
met stated that he would contact him again at this same 
location at approximately the same time in two weeks from 
that day to check on RHODES' progress. RHODES again stated 
that he had no intention of killing anyone; he just wanted 
to get as much money out of THEVIS as he could.

RHODES provided the following description of the 
individual whom he met. RHODES again advised agents that 
he believed that this individual was one of MIKE THEVIS' 
attorneys and stated that he had very dark hair, possibly 
black which was thick and full and cut weil, and that the 
individual was a white male of slim build, approximately 
5' 10" tall, with a suntan and wearing a "pinky" diamond 
ring on his right hand. This individual was neatly dressed 
in a dark suit and carried a black briefcase with him. He 
wore no hat or glasses and RHODES remembers that he had 
“good teeth." RHODES described the ring as being yellow gold 
with one round diamond in the center. RHODES further bases 
his assumption that this individual was an attorney by his 
demeanor and the way that he spoke. RHODES advised that he 
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appeared to be well educated and spoke with no discernible 
accent. 


RHODES was shown a series of 32 color photographs 
which were made during the week prior to his interview 
of various individuals in the Atlanta, Georgia, area. Four 
of these persons depicted in the color photographs are 
défense attorneys for MICHAEL GEORGE THEVIS and four of 
the individuals are Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. All photographs are in color and each series 
shows a close-up full face view of the individuals plus a 
close-up right and left side face plus a full length shot 
of the people depicted in the photographs. After viewing ail 
of the photographs, RHODES advised that the individual shown 
in series or in group 4A through 4D looked the most like the 
individual whom he met. RHODES stated he was reasonably
